It 
is the general impression that the 
testimony developed before this court 
is generally against the negro sol­ 
diers, and is said to fix with some 
definiteness 
the 
responsibility 
for 
the Brownsville raid. 
It is understood the court has 
secured a vast amount of original 
testimony not made before the sen­ 
ate committee and that this clearly 
shows not only that the shooting 
up of the town of Brownsville was 


done by a party of soldiers on the 
streets, but at the same time con­ 
siderable firing was done from the 
men’s quarters from the barracks 
within the enclosure.

J_,arge sections of track have 
been washed out and it may be sev- 
eral days before trains can be mov- 
ed. Meanwhile Boise and other .cities 
of Western Idaho will be deprived of 
mail 
service.

while attempting to save a suspension 
bridge over the Snake River. 


The situation 
at 
Caldwell 
and 


Nampa today is much improved, the 
waters of Indian Creek having re- 
cedted. .However, both towns are in 
a sorry plight. The greatest damage 
in Southern Idaho has been to irri- 
gation works, especially those under 
construction. 


Carthage, Mo., Maj-. 3.—The police 


and a large force of men have been 
dragging Spring river all afternoon 
to find the body of an unidentified 
man who was seen to fall off the 
Frisco bridge about noon. Men work- 
ing in the Cowgill and Hill mill on 
the river claim to have seen the 
man walking along the tracks. He 
was intoxicated and when he reach- 
ed the Bridge, staggered and fell in- 
to the water, twenty feet below. 


The river is unusually high be- 


cause of the recent rains and it is 
thought he was carried down stream.
